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IPFW'S  proposed  science  building 
makes  Indiana's  top  ten  list

Despite  a  tight  budget  for 
IPFW's  1994-95  school  year,  the 
proposed  science  building  is  not 
a  likely  casualty,  according  to 
Vice  Chancellor  of  Financial 
Affairs  Walt  Branson. 

Branson  talked  about  IPFW's 


budget  for  Ihe  1994-95  school 
year  during  the  IPSGA  meeting 
on  Oct.  24. 

Enrollment  for  this  year  was 
0.8  percent  below  projections. 
Branson  said.  The  budget  was 
projected  for  about  101,500 
credit  hours  to  attend  IPFW  this 
year,  but  only  100,735  were 
enrolled.  "Something  needs  cut- 


ting back  to  balance  this  year's 
budget,"  Branson  said. 

Next  year's  budget  increase 
will  be  split  evenly  between  stu- 
dents and  the  slate,  according  to 
Branson.  Tuition  and  fees  will 
increase  by  four  percent  and 
state  funding  will  also  increase 
by  four  percent.  He  also  said 
IPFW    made    a    request    for 


$545,000  for  quality  improve- 
menL 

A  student  asked  Branson  what 
the  status  of  the  science  building 
was.  and  he  said  he  was  "very 
optimistic"  about  it.  Indiana 
makes  a  priority  list  for  new 
expenses  each  year,  and  the  sci- 
ence building  was  number  nine 
on  the  list,  according  lo  Branson. 


He  said  the  state  has  about  $150 
million  allocated  for  the  lop  ten 
budget  items  on  the  lisL 

Branson  said  the  science 
building  should  be  close  lo  other 
academic  facilities,  specifically 
Keitler  Hall  and  Classroom 
Medical.  He  said  the  science 
building  would  be  close  lo  other 
academic  buildings  because  it 


would  contain  animal  care  facili- 
ties. 

Branson  said  talking  lo  local 
legislators,  such  as  stale  sena- 
tors, is  the  best  way  to  influence 
IPFW's  funding.  Slate  politicians 
want  input  from  their  con- 
stituents and  will  listen  lo  them, 
he  said.

Also  mentioned  was  lUPUl's  Peer 
Review  Project  which  discussed  ways 
to  communicate  effective  teaching 
techniques. 

On  Oct.  14,  lU  faculty  member 
Barbara  Cambridc  held  a  university 
wide  conference  at  Bloominglon 
which  also  discussed  new  ways  of 
evaluating  teachers  at  tenure  time. 

Another  major  item  discussed 
were  Ihe  changes  made  lo  handle 
problems  between  the  university  and 
stale  and  federal  government. 

One  change  mentioned  was  crcal- 
ing  a  special  assistant  who  reports 
directly  to  ihc  president  on  state  and 


federal  matters. 

According  to  the  "Review  of 
Government  Relations  Activities  of 
Indiana  University"  researched  by 
Richard  L.  Kennedy,  vice  president 
for  Govemmeni  Relations  and  secre- 
tary (rclired)  at  Ihc  University  of 
Micliigan,  "At  Ihe  slate  level  there  is 
some  confusion  over  what  are  the 
funding  priorities  of  lU." 

Kennedy  recommended  that 
"University  representatives  at  bolh 
Ihe  siaic  and  federal  level  be  included 
as  full  panicipants  in  the  process. ..the 
University  employs  lo  determine  iis 
priorities.. .for  state  and  federal  gov- 


Kennedy  also  noted  "Ihe  feeling 
on  part  of  some  of  the  regional  cam- 
puses tliai  their  needs  are., .ignored  in 

Ihe  university's  budget  prioritizing 

To  combat  this  feeling,  Kennedy 

suggested  coordinating  activities  of 
the  state  relations  officer  and  regional 
campus  community  relations  officers 
so  there  can  be  a  unified  approach  lo 
local  and  state  legislators. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  approved  a 
S6  million  indoor  foolball  practice 
facility.

IPFW  funding  grows, 
exceeds  $1  million

IPFW  funding  showed  a  14  per- 
cent increase  for  the  fiscal  year 
beginning  July  1,  1993,  through 
June  30,  1994. 

Total  contributions  amounted  to 
overSl  million. 

Twenty-two  percent  of  the  gifts 
were  donated  by  students,  alumni 
and  friends;  five  percent  came  from 
faculty,  staff  and  administrators; 


another  five  percent  was  donated  by 
corporate  matching  of  employee 
gifts;  Twenty-five  percent  was 
donated  by  foundations;  Twenty- 
nine  percent  was  donated  by  busi- 
nesses and  organizations;  and,  the 
final  14  percent  was  donated 
through  Uusts. 

IPFW  graduates  donated  a  total 
of  1,721  gifis  totaling  over  S80,000. 
IPFW  sludenis  donated  12  gifts 
lolaling  S738. 

According  to  Lcn  laquinia. 


IPFW  director  of  development,  over 
5600,000  went  toward  student 
scholarships. 

'"Almost  all  of  the  money,  eiicept 
for  one  or  two  percent,  is  designat- 
ed by  the  donors,"  said  laquinia. 
Much  of  the  money  is  restricted  at 
the  department  level,  he  added. 

"The  money  tends  to  get  used 
very  quickly,"  laquinta  said. 

The  first  quarter  fiscal  year 
report  for  1994-95  indicates  about 
5275,000  has  already  been  donated.

He  said  it  is  too  early  lo  deter- 
mine what  exactly  will  happen 
with  student  suggestions,  when 
expansion  will  start  or  how 
much  money  would  be  spent, 
"This  is  just  in  the  idea  stage."

One  student  asked  if  IPFW 
would  be  willing  to  take  a  small- 
er percentage  of  food  profits 
from  The  Fort  if  it  meant 
improvements  could  be  made  to 
ihe  cafeteria  food  service. 
Branson  replied  that  IPFW  is 
interested  in  inaeasing  die  food 
volume  sold.  The  students  pre- 
sent said  diey  were  interested  in 
higher  quality  radier  than  lower 
prices. 

Another  student  said  he  want- 
ed an  ice  rink  in  the  expanded 
Walb.  Borelli  responded,  howev- 
er, ihat  any  ice  rink  would  be 
installed  across  ihe  river.

Writer  cautions  students 
body  presidents  actions 


To  the  editor, 

It  is  not  very  often  that  I 
become  embroiled  in  a  political 
debate  to  the  point  that  I  feel 
obligated  lo  comment,  but  the 
issue  of  the  abortion  advertising 
in  The  Communicator  and  the 
stance  Mark  King,  student  body 
president,  has  taken  on  behalf  on 
one  lone  student  has  prompted 
me  to  reply. 

In  the  first  place,  I  was  only 
made  aware  of  this  debate 
because  I  was  asked  to  make  a 
public  statement  expressing  the 
views  of  the  Center  for  Women 
and  Returning  Adults  regarding 
the  ad.

After  reviewing  the  ad  and 
being  appraised  of  the  details  of 
the  clash  between  The 
Communicator  and  King,  I  decid- 
ed to  air  my  views.  In  no  way  do 
my  opinions  reflect  those  of  the 
Center.  Instead.  I  speak  only  as  a 
student  when  I  express  my  dis- 
may at  the  manner  in  which  King 
has  addressed  Uiis  issue. 

I  have  a  hard  time  with  many 
advertisements,  publications  and 
propaganda.

America.  Abortion  clinics, 
should,  therefore,  as  paying  cus- 
tomers and  as  institutions  operat- 
ing under  full  legal  auspices, 
allowed  to  advertise  their  services 
in  whatever  publication  they 
choose. 

Personally,  1  don't  agree  widi 
every  viewpoint  that  is  expressed 
in  The  Communicator,  either — 
whether  it  is  in  the  form  of  adver- 
tisements, letters  to  the  Editor, 
columns  or  the  "slant"  of  news 
articles.  I  had  always  just 
assumed  that  my  thoughts,  alone, 
did  not  represent  those  of  an 
entire  student  body.  I  also 
assumed  that  if  I  took  issue  with  a 
certain  piece  of  writing,  I  could 
simply  choose  to  disregard  it. 
Further  still,  1  could  respond  to 


the  article  in  writing,  or  I  could 
even  decide  to  fling  the  paper 
into  the  nearest  dumpsier  and  for- 
get the  whole  thing. 

I  am  NOT  taking  sides  on  the 
abortion  issue.  I  refuse  to  be 
pulled  into  that  argument.  Like 
many  of  us.  I  feel  that  my 
thoughts  on  the  issue  are  com- 
plex, lingering  more  in  the  "gray" 
than  in  the  "black  and  white."

out  process.  Society  leaches  us  that 
gays  are  perverted  creatures  who  God 
hales.  If  you  arc  like  most  others  who 
arc  just  coming  to  terms  with  them- 
selves, you  probably  fee]  like  you  are 
ihc  only  homosexual  in  town  since 
they  only  live  in  San  Francisco. 

What  you  don't  know,  or  may  not 
realize,  is  thai  homosexuals  arc 
everywhere.  Finding  them  is  nol  that 
difficult  of  a  task.  This  campus  has  a 
gay  organization,  alicrnativc  lifestyle 
student  organization  (ALSO),  that  is 


a  positive  environment  for  meeting 
other  gay  people  like  yourself

For  those  who  are  more  comfort- 
able with  their  sexuality,  coming  out 
can  be  done  quickly  and  entirely.  But 
for  most  others,  a  gradual  approach  is 
suggested.  Start  with  someone  who 
knows  you  best  and  just  say  it,  "I'm 
gay!"  You  may  find  that  those  closest 
to  you  may  have  already  suspected  it.

Coming  out  to  family 

Revealing  your  homosexuality  <o 
your  family  is  probably  the  most  deli 
caie  stage  of  coming  oui.  From  con 
ception,  parents  envision  their  chil- 
dren  maturing  to  be  doctors,  lawyers, 
teachers,  or  even  alhletcs  or  enle 
crs,  but  never  homosexuals. 

One  thing  not  to  do  is  to  blurt  out 
your  sexuality  during  a  defensive 
rage.  Coming  out  to  your  parents  dur- 
ing a  heated  argument  will  only  cause 
more  tension  and  will  not  help  either 
party. 

Make  information  available  to 
your  parents.  Give  your  parents 
research  material  that  will  help  them 
come  10  terms  with  your  sexuality. 
Any  library  in  town  is  full  of  such 
material. 

Remember  your  intentions- 
Coming  out  should  be  done  for  your 
sake  only,  do  not  do  ii  to  please  any- 
one odier  than  yourself.  Ask  any  out 
horrtosexual.  and  you  will  find  that 
life  is  so  much  easier  to  live  outside 
die  closet.

Well  my  friends,  I  have  decided 
to  lake  ii  upon  myself  lo  find  fouall 
of  you  pickle  lovers  ihe  "perfeci 
pitkle."

So  we  measured  the 
Auni  Jane  pickle  and  found  it  lo  be  a 
mere  four-and-a-half  inches.  This 
four-calorie  pickle  al  a  cost  of  S2,69 
was  a  nice  yellowish-green  color 
and  according  to  Michelle  Tisland, 
The  Communicator  staff  production 
rnanager,  "It  just  slides  down  my 
throat." 

As  for  the  actual  taste,  it  was  tart 
and  very  crispy  and  crunchy  on  the 
outside,  but  the  soft,  delicate,  lender 
inside  made  the  difference.  So  the 
Aunt  Jane  Kosher  Iceburg  received 
four  puckers  for  an  overall  rating. 

'Vlasic  Dill  Spears 

After  careful  measuring,  we 
found  the  Vlasic  to  be  a  whopping 
five  whole  inches  in  length,  (quite  a 
breakthrough  as  far  as  pickles  go,  if 
you  ask  me).  The  four-calories

that  cost  S2.79  was  not  worth  (he 
S2.79  at  all. 

Despite  the  rubbery,  tough  skin, 
the  pickle  itself  had  no  taste  at  all. 
Unfortunately,  for  the  advertisers  at 
the  Vlasic  Company.  I  could  not 
personally  hear  the  supposed 
"crunch"  that  we  hear  on  the  com- 
mercial. So.  the  final  rating  was  one 
pucker,  because  none  of  us  ever 
wanted  to  eai  this  pickle  again. 
*Secbler's  Sweet  Pickles 
Oh  boy,  talk  about  a  small  pick- 
le! We  could  hardly  see  il!  After 
some  searching,  we  found  the  pickle 
and  measured  it  to  be  approximately 
two-and-a-haJf  inches  long.  Quite  a 
midget  compared  to  the  previous 
ones.  Tisland  even  had  to  comment, 


"These  are  small." 

And  small  was  not  all  that  they 
were,  either.  No  calorie  count  was 
given,  but  the  price  was  S2.09  a  jar. 
The  "midget"  pickle  tasted  fairly 
sweet  and  the  deep  green  coloring 
added  to  the  pickle.  The  pickle  was 
CTunchy;  you  could  just  chew  right 
through  it.  We  gave  this  pickle  three 
puckers  for  an  overall  rating. 

•Van  Hollen  Dill  Pickle 

This  refrigerated  pickle  measured 
about  four-and-a-half  inches  long. 
The  interesting  note  about  this  pick- 
le was  not  only  that  the  length  was 
decent,  but  the  width  was  nice  and 
big,  as  well,  a  favorable  trail  for  the 
pickle. 

However,  being  in  the  refrigerated 


section  at  the  supermarket,  the 
package  only  contained  one  fifteen- 
calorie  pickle  retailing  for  S.69.

AIDS  quilt  makes  another  visit

The  AIDS  tjuill  made  another  visit 
lo  Fort  Wayne  this  pasi  weekend,  this 
time  setting  up  al  Tah-Cum-Wah 
Recreation  Center.  Its  previous  loca- 
tion of  the  Foit  Wayne  Art  Museums 
deemed  loo  small  for  this  year's  show- 
ing. Nearly  1000  panels  of  the  quilt 
were  on  exhibit,  nearly  a  dozen  of  the 
panels  were  in  memory  of  Fort 
Wayne  and  surrounding  area  AIDS 
victims. 

Each  panel  was  individualized  lo 
fit  its  subject  or  those  who  have  dedi- 
cated it.  Many  were  decorated  show- 
ing the  victim's  life  achievements  or 
hobbies.  Others  were  notes  of  final 
goodbyes  and  remembrances.  One 
panel  was  dedicated  from  a  brother 
who  the  victim  never  met. 

The  room  coniaining  Ihe  panels 


also  contained  a  high  level  of  emotion. 
Everything  from  anger  lo  sadness 
could  be  felt  just  by  entering  the  room. 
A  spectator  did  nol  bavc  lo  have 
known  someone  who  had  the  disease 
lo  feel  moved.  Brenl  Venderly.  senior, 
was  unsure  as  lo  what  to  have  expect- 
ed. He  left  with  a  "better  understand- 
ing of  Ihe  victims  of  AIDS  and  those 
who  love  ihem." 

Reading  the  panels  brought  many 
comparisons  to  the  public  viewer.  All 
present  could  find  a  similarity  in  a 
panel  thai  was  close  lo  themselves  or 
to  someone  they  care  for.  I  ran  across 
:  who  died  on  my  birthday  and 
:  who  had  the  same  firsi  and 
middle  name  as  me. 

For  some  of  Ihe  families  of  the  vic- 
tims, visiting  the  quilt  has  become  a 
ritual.  Earl  Smith  goes  to  sec  his  son's 
panel  anytime  it  is  in  ihe  vicinity.  Al 


81,  the  trips  gel  more  difficult  for  him 
but  are  always  made.  Visiting  is  nol 
the  only  thing  Smith  does  to  remem- 
ber his  son  Michael;  be  also  speaks  al 
schools  on  the  subject  of  AIDS  and 
losing  someone  you  love  to  the  dis- 

Bringing  Ihe  quill  to  such  a  conser- 
vative city  like  Fort  Wayne  poses 
some  hazards.  Undercover  cnfoice- 
mcnl  was  on  hand  to  make  sure  that 
peace  was  kepi  and  Ihal  no  one  would 
attempt  to  vandalize  the  panels.  On  a 
few  occasions,  namely  when  a  large

Introducing  Tremblay  was 
George  Kalamaras,  assistant  pro- 
fessor in  the  English  and 
Linguistics  depariment.

Seat  belts  sa^e  li^es

Are  you  sciuching  for  a  way  lo 
save  money?  Arc  you  searching  for 
an  easy  solulion  to  your  money 
problems,  for  a  savings  method 
that's  not  time-consuming  and 
doesn't  require  an  additional  cash 
outlay?  There  is  a  savings  method 
juslfor  you! 

There  are  several  beneRls  of  this 
savings  method:  It  lakes  only  one- 
nrih  of  a  second  to  initiate;  It  is  a 
very  simple  method  that  anyone, 
young  or  old,  can  Icam  to  use,  It  is 
available  to  everyone:  and,  it  has 
been  proven  to  save  money,  from 
hundreds  to  thousands  of  dollars. 
Still  inieresied?  Read  on! 

This  savings  method  is  a  device 
capable  of  preventing  physical  and 
emotional  pain.  It  ciin  prevent  dis- 
figurement of  the  human  body;  and, 
there's  an  additional  advantage: 
This  method  can  even  save  lives! 

The  method?  Consistent  and 
proper  use  of  seal  belts  whenever 
you  travel  in  a  motor  vehicle.  "Ugh, 
groan!  I've  heard  all  this  before," 
you  say.  But  have  you  listened  and 
learned? 

The  National  Highway  Traffic 
Safety  Administration  ranks  motor 
vehicle  accidents  (MVAs)  as  the 
primary  killer  of  Americans  from 
one  to  39  years  old. 

The  term  "accident"  is  especially 
significant:  Obviously,  nobody 
intends  to  have  them. 

The  probability  of  being 
involved  and  injured  in  an  MVA 
during  one's  lifetime  is  86  percent 
(which  is  a  high  risk,  even  for  a 
habitual  gambler),  yet  a  national 
survey  indicates  an  average  of  59 
percent  compliance  with  seal  bell 

Testimony  supports  the  Safety 
Administration's  statistics. 

Meet  Judy.  She  is  35  years  old 
and  single.  She  is  a  former  research 
associate  at  a  large  Chicago  hospi- 
tal. Judy  said,  "One  of  my  duties 
was  to  draw  blood  from  patients, 
but  1  can't  use  my  hands  anymore.  I 
can't  do  a  lot  of  things  1  used  to  Jo 
before  that  New  Year's  Eve. 

"Dave  and  1  left  the  party  eaiiy. 
and  we  were  neaily  home.  We  bit  a 
patch  of  ice  ai>d  sUd  into  a  viaduct 
at  only  15  mph  Luckily,  Dave  was 
wearing  his  seat  belt.  I  wasn't. 

"1  was  thrown  forward,  then 
backward  suddenly,  which  snapped 
my  neck  and  left  me  paralyzed.  My 
right  forearm  was  shredded  beyond 
repair  by  fragments  of  the  broken 
windshield.. .and  all  of  it  happened 
in  a  split  second,  in  about  die  time  it 
would've  taken  me  to  fasten  my 
seatbclL 

"These  days  I  can  move  my 
head,  sec,  talk,  hear,  smell,  taste 
and  think — and  I  can  always  look  at 
the  anns  and  legs  that  I'll  never  be 
able  lo  u.m;  again,"  Judy  said. 

The  Safely  Administration 
reports  unrestrained  passenger  car 
occupants  are  twice  as  likely  to 
receive  moderate  to  critical  injuries 
in  the  event  of  an  accident  as 
restrained  occupants. 

Eighty  percent  of  deaths  and 
severe  injuries  occur  at  speeds  less 
than  40  mph,  and  three-fourths  of 
MVAs  occur  within  25  miles  of 
home. 

Furthermore.  the  Safety 
Admimstraiion  estimates  that  using 
seat  belts  reduced  the  risk  of  moder- 
ate to  critical  injury  of  front  seat 
(xrcupants  by  up  lo  55  percent 

Common  objections  to  seat  bells 
include  "My  car  has  airfeags,"  "Seat 


belts  are  too  restrictive,"  "It's  better 
to  be  thrown  free  of  a  crash"  and  "I 
wouldn't  want  to  be  trapped  by  seat 
belts  in  a  burning  or  sinking  car." 

But  the  Safety  Administration 
has  data  that  indicates  those  objec- 
tions are  unfounded. 

The  Safety  Administration 
reporU: 

•  Less  (ban  0.5  percent  of  all 
injury-producing  MVAs  involve 
fire  or  submersion; 

•  Seat  belts  can  keep  you  in 
place  and  prevent  your  head  from 
striking  the  interior  of  the  vehicle, 
which  gives  the  occupant  a  much 
better  chance  of  remaining  con- 
scious during  an  accident  and  thus 
able  to  free  yourself;  and. 

•  Airbags  are  ineffective  in  side 
impact  and  rear-end  collisions,  side- 
swipes and  rollovers;  they  do  not 
prevent  ejection. 

Again,  the  testimony  provides 
convincing  support  to  die  hard  data 
provided  by  the  Safety 
Administration. 

Meet  Tim,  a  29-year-old  IPFW 
engineering  student.  Tim  recalls, 
"Bob  and  I  had  been  friends  since 


we  were  kids.  One  day  recently  we 
were  on  our  way  to  meet  some  guys 
to  play  basketball.  I  was  driving, 
and  we  were  laughing  and  joking 
around^then  the  impact. 

"I  remember  all  of  the  sounds: 
smashing  glass,  crushing  metal,  the 
engine  hissing.  The  sound  I  most 
remember  is  Bob's  scream,  then  bis 
gargling. 

"We  managed  (o  pull  Bob  away 
from  the  pick-up  before  it  blew.  He 
was  in  surgery  for  six  hours.  The 
surgeons  SiUd  told  Bob's  family  that 
his  injuries  would  not  have  been  as 
severe,  and  his  head  injuries  proba- 
bly wouldn't  have  occurred  bad  he 
been  wearing  his  seat  beh. 

"The  head  injuries  were  the 
worst  part.  Bob  can't  work  any- 
more, and  his  family  will  never  be 
able  to  pay  his  medical  expenses.  I 
don't  know  how  to  talk  lo  him  any 
more:  We  can't  talk  about  the  good 
old  days,  because  Bob  doesn't 
remember  them.  His  moods  change 
at  die  drop  of  a  pin...all  because  he 
didn't  wear  his  seat  belt."  Tim  said 

The  Safety  Administration  said 
head  trauma  has  become  a  national 
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epidemic.  Over  half  of  the  reported 
head  injuries  in  our  country  are  the 
result  of  an  MVA. 

According  to  die  Indiana  State 
Pohce  restraint  summary  for  1993. 
the  use  of  seat  belts  reduced 
injuries,  prevented  injuries  and  pre- 
vented fatalities  in  76  percent  of 
204  MVAs.  Further,  it  summarized 
that  seat  belts  could  have  reduced 
injuries  and  prevented  fatalities  in 
78  percent  of  the  176  MVAs  in 
which  seal  belts  were  not  used. 

Be  good  to  yourself  and  your 
children.  Take  a  second  lo  click  in, 
and  take  a  moment  to  teach  your 
children.  It's  ihe  quickest,  easiest, 
cheapest  and  most  effective  money- 
saving  strategy  there  is. 

Buckle  up  for  safely!  Buckle  up 
for  well-being!
